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Doughboy statue and 
monument: an update

Twenty-two men from Mor- 
gan County died serving our 
country in World War I. This 
total includes those killed in 
action and those who died of 
wounds or medical problems. 
The face of the doughboy statue 
that stood on the West Liberty's 
Courthouse Square facing Main 
Street before it was toppled 
and damaged by the March 2 
tornado could be a composite 
of the 22. 

The statue could resemble 
John E . Hill , Harlan Perry, Mor- 
ton Nickell or David Blair. He 
could resemble all of the 22 in 
the minds of their families . I do 
know he was young, handsome 
and resembles the true Ameri- 
can Spirit of our fighting men. 

An article in the Lexington 
Herald on July 9 by Daniel 
Moore appeared to quote this 
writer as saying, "Our monu- 
ment is an E. M. Viquesney- 
designed statue and it was one 
of 140 in 38 states." I did not 
say that. Furthermore, I have 
never believed our statue was 
a Viquesney. The Viquesney 
design has the soldier throwing 
a grenade with his right hand as 
is the one in the Rowan County 
Courthouse lawn in Morehead. 
I do plan on doing more re- 
search on the Morgan County 
statue when I get time. The 
only information I have ever 
obtained on the statue was from 
a 1927 edition of The Licking 
Valley Courier stating that it 
came from Italy at a cost of 
$400.00 and arrived at the In- 
dex depot. Jack Cole , proprietor 
of the Cole Hotel transported it 
to West Liberty. 

As most of you know, or 
should know, work is progress- 
ing on re-erecting a doughboy 
on the courthouse lawn and 
preserving the original dough-

boy, which is to be placed in the 
old Morgan County courthouse 
or the new judicial building. 
Over the years names of World 
War I veterans from Morgan 
County have been added to 
the memorial. This will be an 
opportune time to add names 
to the monument if needed. If 
any member of your family was 
bom in Morgan County and was 
either drafted or volunteered 
from this county or any other 
county for service during World 
War I whose name does not ap- 
pear on the monument, please 
send a copy of his discharge 
and birth certificate to Shorty 
Terry, 2420 Liberty Road, West 
Liberty, Ky. 41472, or to W. 
Lynn Nickell, 440 Riverside 
Drive , West Liberty, Ky. 4 1472 . 
This information will in turn be 
given to Jerry Cecil, who has 
expertise in this field, to verify 
the individual's service through 
various military departments. 

Things are progressing very 
well with the restoration of 



the statue being done by Steve 
Tirone at Morehead. We re- 
ceived good news last week 
that he will be able to refurbish 
the plaques as well as add new 
names if needed. Steve and 
Eddie Horton,a fellow sculp- 
tor, are donating their time for 
this project. They are willing 
to make a new statue in bronze 
like the original to be placed on 
a new pedestal. This will not 
be donated but the cost may 
be covered by insurance. If not 
it will require a fund-raising 
project to cover the cost. 

There is good news on this. 
According to Jerry Cecil, there 
are funds available to cover the 
cost from military groups. He is 
already pursuing this avenue in 
case the funds are needed. 

The committee for the resto- 
ration of the statue and monu- 
ment is comprised of Cindy 
Oakley, chairperson; Linda 
Oakley, Vicci Q. Lewis, Lynn 
Nickell, Shorty Terry, Jerry

The Deceased Farm Animal 
Removal Program was estab- 
lished as an interim measure 
to facilitate the coordination 
of environmentally sound and 
cost-effective disposal of de- 
ceased livestock for Kentucky's 
producers. Funds tlirough this 
program will assist with the ex- 
penses of an acceptable disposal 
program, such as contracting for 
removal , incineration , compost- 
ing or other methods that meet 
Kentucky statutes.

Rupe, a long-time city resi- 
dent and council member, was 
appointed mayor in 2009 fol- 
lowing the death of Mayor Bob 
Nickell. He was elected to a full 
term in 2010, defeating retired 
Morgan County PVA Darrell 
Bradley. 

Rupe's term expire's in 
2014.

be demolished in the com- 
ing weeks. 

"People have been very 
understanding through this or- 
deal," Allen said. "I would like 
to thank all of our customers 
for being so patient. We look 
forward to serving them at our 
new facilities."

Bank of the Mountains Vice 
President Jodi Stacy said that 
her institution is allocating

which is currently repairing 
tornado-damaged Morgan 
County homes.

Stacy also expressed opti- 
mism regarding the community 
recovery effort. 

"We appreciate our custom- 
ers' patience as we rebuild," 
Stacy said. "I hope people 
throughout the county will stay 
positive. The recovery will be 
a slow process, but I have no 
doubt that everyone's efforts 
will pay off in the long run."

Extension agents hired 
to 'see botli sides', give

County extension agents 
have been helping rural com- 
munities across the U.S. with 
a everything from fanning to 
food preservation to finances to 
4-H, for a century or more, and 
as land-grant institutions mark 
the 150th anniversary of the law 
that led to their creation, some 
are marking the 100th anniver- 
sary of extension programs in 
their states. 

Charles Mahan was hired as 
the University of Kentucky's 
first full-time county agent in 
1912, two years before Con- 
gress established the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service, Katie 
Pratt of UK Ag News reports. 
By the spring of 1913, UK 
had hired six more agents, and 
the first home demonstration 
agents, now known as family 
and consumer sciences agents, 
were hired the following year. 



County 4-H agents have existed 
since at least 1917, though un- 
der a different title and on a 
part-time basis until the 1960s. 

Mahan wrote that one of 
his top jobs was to "develop 
sane, safe, local leaders who 
can be trusted to think things 
through, see both sides of the 
question, give wise counsel 
and leadership." He "helped 
determine that extension agents' 
function should be primarily 
education, offering unbiased, 
research-based infonnation to 
their clients," Pratt reports. That 
continues to be the philosophy 
of Cooperative Extension, she 
writes. Though extension's 
role has evolved since 1912, 
Kentucky Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service Director Jimmy 
Henning told Pratt that the 
agency is still "seeking to find 
and serve people where they 
are and in ways they want to 
receive information."

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Sedation, Anesthesia- 
What To Expect 

Marie remembers having general anesthesia to have her wis- 
dom teeth removed several decades ago. Next week, she'll have 
a much more invasive heart procedure but will remain con- 
scious. Her doctor assures her that she should have no discom- 
fort. 

Sedation, along with analgesia or local anesthesia to 
relieve pain, is now used for many procedures that once re- 
quired general anesthesia, and the distinction may be hard for 
some to understand. How can I Seel comfortable iS I'm awake 
while someone is cutting into my body or pushing a tube down 
my throat? Marie thought. 

Anesthesia is constantly changing, and with numer- 
ous drug options now available, doctors can offer the patient 
a combination that will provide the greatest comfort and the 
quickest recovery at the lowest risk. 

GENERAL ANESTHESIA: As Marie knows, there are 
advantages to being "knocked out" even for having wisdom 
teeth pulled. You don't feel or remember anything-even the 
anxiety of knowing you're being worked on or the discom- 
fort of being in one position for an extended period. You go to 
sleep, and when you wake up, the whole thing is over. 

Doctors still recommend general anesthesia for pro- 
cedures that take a long time Csuch as knee replacement) or 
affect breathing Cheart bypass surgery). Risks are relatively 
high, however, so it's necessary to meet with the doctor ahead 
of time to discuss your medical history, allergies and habits 
such as smoking and alcohol use. It's imperative to tell your 
doctor about all of the medications, vitamins and supplements 
you're taking Csince some can increase bleeding) and to fol- 
low instructions carefully about food and liquid intake in the 
hours before the procedure. 

During general anesthesia, the muscles of the chest 
are relaxed enough that a breathing mask or breathing tube 
is needed to keep your airways open. You'll also be hooked 
to machines that continuously monitor heart rate, blood pres- 
sure, respiratory rate, oxygen and carbon dioxide levels, tem- 
perature, brain activity and the concentration of the anesthet- 
ic. And even after the procedure is over, the patient must be 
monitored for three or four hours-sometimes overnight-in an 
anesthesia care unit. 

Common side effects include shivering, nausea Cper- 
haps vomiting), headache, sore throat from breathing tube 
and disorientation. More serious side effects such as suffoca- 
tion, allergic reaction, organ failure, stroke and heart attack 
are rare but nevertheless possible. 

With the monitoring technology available today, the 
risk of death with general anesthesis is less than I in X00,000. 
With the other options now available, however, it is rarely the 
first choice except for difficult, complex procedures. 

REGIONAL ANESTHESIA: Wheareas local anesthet- 
ics are injected just under the skin to block pain at the site, 
regional anesthesia goes further along the path leading to 
the brain, blocking signals from a central nerve or cluster of 
nerves. 

For Cesarean births, most women today prefer a spi- 
nal or epidural that results in loss of sensation from the waist 
down but allows the mother to remain conscious. These are 
also used for lower abdominal surgery and, in some cases, hip 
or knee replacement. 

SEDATION: A sedative is a tranquilizer, and sedation 
is the state of being calmed. Children-and adults-undergoing 
dental procedures benefit from being calmed. And so do indi- 
viduals undergoing cosmetic surgery, colonoscopy or cardiac 
catheterization. Sedation is usually combined with a local an- 
esthetic or an analgesic such as f entanyl to relieve the pain. 

In most cases, you remain awake during procedural 
sedation and can answer questions but are relaxed, sleepy and 
unconcerned about the project at hand. If something unpleas- 
ant happens, your memory of it will be blunted. 

Drugs are often similar to those used for general anes- 
thesia. And with deep sedation, there may be little difference 
in effect. In most cases, though, a breathing tube is not needed 
for procedural sedation. 

Patients require monitoring but much less than dur- 
ing general anesthesia since the doctor can rely on the patient 
for feedback. Recovery is also much quicker. In many cases, 
the patient is able to go home within 30 to 40 minutes after the 
end of the procedure. 



Each type of anesthesia has its own benefits and 
drawbacks. Which one you choose is ultimately a decision to 
be made between you and your medical team. Make sure you 
have all the information you need to make a good decision for 
your comfort and peace of mind.

Notification of Rights Under the Protection of Pupil Rights 

Amendment (PPRA) 

Morgan County Schools 

PPRA affords parents certain rights regarding our conduct of surveys, collection and use of information for 
marketing purposes, and certain pliysical exams. These include the right to: 

Consent before students are required to submit to a survey, analysis, or evaluation that concerns one (1) or 

more of the following protected areas ("protected information survey") if the survey is funded in whole or in 
part by a program of the U.S. Department of Education (ED): 

Political affiliations or beliefs of the student or student's parent; 
Mental or psychological problems of the student or student's family; 

Sex behavior or attitudes; 

Illegal, anti-social, self-incriminating, or demeaning behavior; 

Critical appraisals of others with whom respondents have close family relationships; 

Legally recognized privileged relationships such as with lawyers, doctors, or ministers; 

Religious practices, affiliations, or beliefs of the student or parents; or 
Income, other than as required by law to determine program eligibility. 

Receive notice and an opportunity to opt a student out of: 

Any other protected information survey, regardless of funding; 

Any non-emergency, invasive physical exam or screening required as a condition of attendance, adminis- 
tered by the school or its agent, and not necessary to protect the immediate health and safety of a student, 

except for any physical exam or screening permitted or required under state law; and 

Activities involving collection, disclosure, or use of personal information obtained from students for market- 
ing, sales, or otherwise distribute the information to others. 

Inspect, upon request and before administration or use: 

Protected information surveys of students; 

Instruments used to collect personal information from students for any of the above marketing, sales, or 
other distribution purposes; and 

Instructional material used as part of the educational curriculum. 

These rights transfer from the parents to a student who is eighteen (18) years old or an emancipated minor 

under State law. 

The Morgan County School District has developed and adopted policies, in consultation with parents, 
regarding these rights, as well as arrangements to protect student privacy in the administration of protected 
information surveys and the collection, disclosure, or use of personal information for marketing, sales, or 
other distribution purposes. The Morgan County School District will directly notily parents of these policies 
at least annually at the start of each school year and after any substantive changes. The Morgan County 
School District will also directly notify, such as through U.S. mail or e-mail, parents or students who are 
scheduled to participate in the specific activities or surveys noted below and will provide an opportunity for 
the parent to opt his or her child out of participation of the specific activity or survey. The Morgan County 
School District will make this notification to parents at the beginning of each school year if the District has 
identified the specific or approximate dates of the activities or surveys at that time. 

For surveys and activities scheduled after the school year starts, parents will be provided reasonable notifica- 
tion of the planned activities and surveys listed below and be provided an opportunity to opt their child out 
of such activities and surveys. Parents will also be provided an opportunity to review any pertinent surveys. 
Following is a list of the specific activities and surveys covered under this requirement: 

Collection, disclosure, or use of personal information for marketing, sales or other distribution; 

Administration of any protected information survey not funded in whole or in part by ED; and 

Any non-emergency, invasive physical examination or screening as described above.

Notification of Rights Under FERPA 

For Elementary and Secondary Institutions and Child Find 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) affords parents and students over 18 years of age 
("eUgible students") or students who are attending a postsecondary institution certain rights with respect to the 
student's education records. They are: 

The right to inspect and review the student's education records within forty- five (45) days of the day the 
District receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the school Principal/designee a written request that identifies 
the record(s) they wish to inspect. The Principal will make arrangements for access and notify the parent or 
eligible student of the time and place where the record(s) may be inspected. 

The right to request the amendment of the student's education records that the parent or eligible stu- 
dent believes are inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of the student's privacy or other rights. 

Parents or eligible students may ask the District to amend a record that they believe is inaccurate, misleading, 
or in violation of privacy or other rights. They should write the school Principal, clearly identify the part of 
the record they want changed, and specify why it is inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of their privacy or 
other rights. 

If the District decides not to amend the record as requested by the parent or eligible student, the District will 
notify the parent or eligible student of the decision and advise him\her of the right to a hearing regarding the 
request for amendment. Additional information regarding the hearing procedures will be provided to the par- 
ent or eligible student when notified of the right to a hemng. 

The right to consent to disclosures of personally identifiable information contained in the student's edu- 
cation records, except to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without consent. 
One exception which permits disclosure without consent is disclosure to school officials with legitimate edu- 
cational interests. A school official is a person employed by the District as an administrator, supervisor, in- 
structor, or support staff member (including health or medical staff and law enforcement unit personnel); a 
person serving on the school Board; a person or company with whom the District has contracted to perform 
a special task (such as an attorney, auditor, medical consultant, or therapist); or a parent or student serving 
on an official committee, such a s disciplinary or grievance cormnittee, or assisting Einother school official in 
performing his or her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest if the official needs to review an education record in 

order to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the District discloses education records without consent to officials of another school district 
in which a student seelcs or intends to enroll or to other entities authorized by law. {Note: FERPA requires a 
school district to make a reasonable attempt to notify the parent or eligible student of the records request un- 
less it state in its Annual Notification (Annual FERPA Notice) that it intends to forward record on request.} 

4) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. Department of Education concerning alleged fail- 

ures by the District to comply with the requirements of FERPA. The name and address of the Office that 
administers FERPA is:

"Directory information" is information contained in an educational record which would not generally be 
considered harmful or an invasion of privacy if disclosed. This information may be released without consent. 
■'Directory information" includes the student's name, addresses, telephone numbers, dale and place of birth, 
major field of study, participation in officially recognized activities and sports, pholograplVpicture, grade 
level, weight and height of members of athletic teams, dates of attendance, degrees and awards received, and 
the most recent educational agency or institution attended. The parent, guardian, or eUgible student currently 
enrolled may request that all or part of the 'T)irectory information" be withheld. The request must be made in 
writing to the Principal of the child's school within thirty (30) calendar days after the Annual FERPA Notice 
has been disfi'ibuted in August. The written request must specifically state what information may be classilied 
as "Directory infonnation". 

The Morgan County School District keeps educational records in a secure computer system and in locked files 
in each school and Board of Education office. 

For students who have been determined eligible for programs for special education, educational records will 
be destroyed at the request of the parent when they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or 
services. The Morgan County School District may destroy the educational records of a child without parent's 
request seven (7) years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents 
are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other pur- 
poses. The Morgan County School Disfi'ict may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record of the student's 
name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance record, classes attended, grade level completed, and year 
completed. 

Children determined eUgible for special education include those children with disabilities who have a hearing 
impairment, visual impairment, emotional-behavioral disability, deaf-blindness, other health impairment, spe- 
cific learning disability, mental disability, multiple disabilities, speech or language impairment, developmental 
delay, orthopedic impairment, autism, or traumatic brain injury, and who because of such an impairment need 
specially designed instruction and related services. 

The Morgan County School District has an ongoing "Child Find" system, which is designed to locate, identify 
and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or resident within its geographical boundaries, aged three 
(3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of special education. This includes 
children who are not in school, those who are in public, private, or home school, those who are highly mobile 
such as children who are migrant or homeless, and those who are advancing from grade to grade, who may 
need but are receiving special education. 

The Morgan County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district who has a disability, re- 
gardless of how sever the disability, is provided an appropriate education at no cost to the parents of the child. 
Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the Morgan 
County School District find any child who may have a disability and need of special education services. The 
District needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child, the name, address, and phone number 
of the parent or guardian, the possible disabihty, and other information to determine if special education is 
needed. 

Letter and phone calls are some of the ways the Morgan County School District collects the information 
needed. The information the school District collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and find 
out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for special education services.

"Child Find" activities wiU continue throughout the school year. As part of these efforts, the Morgan County 
School District will use screening information, student records, and basic assessment information it collects 
on all children in the District to help locate those children who have a disability and need special education.

CHILD FIND FOR CHILDREN WITH 
DISABILITIES IN NEED OF SPECIAL 
EDUCATION OR 504 SERVICES 

Child Find 

The Morgan County School District keeps educational records in a secure location in each 
school and Board office. 

The Morgan County School District obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student 
(age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing personally iden- 
tifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. For 
students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational records will 
be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to provide educa- 
tional programs or services. The Morgan County School DIstnct may destroy the educational 
records of a child without parent request based upon record retention schedule after they are 
no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised that data 
contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other purposes. 
The Morgan County School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record of the 
student's name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance records, classes attended, 
grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have au- 
tism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, 
mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, specif- 
ic learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impair- 
ment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education services. Children eli- 
gible for 504 services include those children who have a current physical or mental impairment 
that currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student's ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

The Morgan County School District has an ongoing "Child Find" system, which is designed 
to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its 
geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability 
and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not In 
school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly mobile such as 
children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from grade to grade, who 
may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. The district's "Child Find" 
system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools within the school 
district boundanes who may need special education services. 

The Morgan County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district who quali- 
fies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided 
appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged 
to help the Morgan County School DIstnct find any child who may have a disability and need 
Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of 
birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the 
possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education or 504 services 
are needed. Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Morgan County School District 
collects the Information needed. The Information the school District collects will be used to 
contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for 
Special Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Morgan County School District, 
who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special Education or 504 ser- 
vices, please call or send the Information to:

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Weather scientists stress human 
role in global climate change 

Become more forceful in challenging skeptics 



July 12 — Some of the 
weather extremes recently wit- 
nessed around the world have 
become far more likely be- 
cause of human-induced global 
warming, researchers reported 
Tuesday. Justin Gillis reports in 
The New York Times that a new 
study found "that global warm- 
ing made the severe heat wave 
that afflicted Texas last year 20 
times as likely as it would have 
been in the 1960s. The extreme- 
ly warm temperatures in Britain 
last November were 62 times 
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as likely because of global 
warming," the report found. 
The findings, writes Gillis, 
"especially the specific num- 
bers attached to some extreme 
events, represent an increased 
effort by scientists to respond 
to a public clamor for informa- 
tion about what is happening 
to the earth's climate. Studies 
seeking to discern any human 
influence on weather extremes 
have usually taken years, but 
in this case, researchers around 
the world managed to study six 
events from 2011 and publish 
the results in six months." The 
study was released along with 
a broader report on the state 
of the world's climate. Both 
are to be published soon in the 
Bulletin of the American Me- 
teorological Society. 

Gillis, The Times' environ- 
mental reporter, meanwhile, 
is among the targets of The 
American Tradition Institute 
(ATI), a conservative group that 
is using public records requests

Scientists are beginning to 
argue more forcefully to the 
public that climate-change 
skeptics are ignoring well- 
established scientific facts. A 
dozen scientists at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky listed Wednes- 
day what is known about the 
human role in climate change 
for readers of The Lexington 
Herald-Leader. The professors 
list what is recognized among 
scientists today: Carbon diox- 
ide and other greenhouse gases 
have increased steadily in the 
atmosphere since the mid- 19th 
century; that increase is "well- 
correlated" with fossil-fuel 
consumption and changes in 
land use, and the gases trap 
increasingly more heat, so the 
surface, oceans and lower atmo- 
sphere are warming. 

"Multiple surveys of creden- 
tialed climate scientists show at 
least 96 to 98 percent agreement 
with these fundamentals," the 
scientists write.

High court says inmates 
can be counted in home 
voting districts, which 
are mostly urban 



In Kentucky, prison 
inmates are counted 
by the Census Bu- 
reau as residents of 
the counties in which 
they are incarcerated, 
i.e., Morgan County's 
total population as re- 
corded by the Census 
liui'cau includes all 
inmates held in the 
Eastern Kentucky Cor- 
rectional Complex at 
West Liberty. 

However, states 
can now count prison 
inmates at their last 
known address instead 
of their prison address 
for election redistrict- 
ing purposes, accord- 
ing to a U.S. Supreme 
Couil ruling. I'lic deci- 
sion upholds a district- 
ing map the Maryland 
General Assembly 
drew last year, David 
Hill olFhe Washington 
Times reports. 

Activists had sued 
the state claiming the 
map violaled llie Con- 
stitution because it dif- 
fered from the U.S. 
Census Bureau's policy 
of counting inmates at 
their prison address. 
"Critics of the federal 
policy say it has ar- 
tificially inflated the 
populations and voting 
power of the often-ru- 
ral districts that contain 
prisons, while reducing 
the influence of urban 



areas where many in- 
mates formerly lived," 
Hill writes. Critics said 
prisoners don't use the 
resources of the pris- 
on's district, and should 
not be counted in those 
districts as a result. 
Some argued the map 
disenfranchised black 
voters and Republi- 
cans. 

Maryland is one of 
four states that counts 
prisoners at their home 
addresses. The others 
are California, Dele- 
ware and New York. 
Ilie ruling is expected 
to benefit Baltimore 
most since it has 
steadily lost residents 
and legislative seats, 
Hill reports. But, re- 
mote areas of Western 
Maryland and the East- 
ern Shore are likely 
to suffer because they 
"benefited in redis- 
tricting from numbers 
provided by inmates," 
Hill writes.
